Review of the Report on the working of the Archseological Department 
for the year 1338 Fasli (1928-29 A.C.) 

Persovncl. — Mr. O. Yazdaiii was on (lei>utation in Eurojw during the begin- 
ning of the year to allend the XVITlh Internation.'il Congress of (’Irientalists .md 
returned on the 6th llaihiiian (qlh December, i9.iS) He remained in charge of 
the Department since that dale till the end of the vear. During Mr. Yazdani’s 
absence Mr. T. Streenivas officiated as Director. 

Tours . — The Director was on lour for 1 hirty-eight days during the year in the 
.\urangabad,Mahbubnagar,Warangal and Medak Districts. The Assistant Direc- 
tor toured for thirty-live days in the -Aurangabad District. 

Monuments surveved. -The I'ort of Koilkonda in the Mahbubnagar District 
and the Fort of Ilidar were surveyed during the year. Full description of the.se 
monuments is given in tlic report. 

Conservation . -The drainage of the caves at Rllora and Ajaiita was further 
imimived during the year at .1 cost of Rs. .’„2()H. The conservation of the frescoes 
at these two places is making steady progress. The fresciies of the ceiling of the 
Indra Sabha at Ellora and of cave II of .\janla were jnoperly treated and made 
safe from further deca}’. .\t Khuldabad the gateway, Baradari and the central 
jiavilion of the gardens of Bani Begam were pro])erly conserved and the water 
channels and paved walks of the gardens were repaired. 

At Bidar a railing was .set up round the tomb of Malimnd (iawan to keep off 
the cattle. Some minor re])airs were also done at Bidar to the Raugin Mahall 
and the Royal Bath in the Fort. The most important measure at Bidar was the 
clearance of the jungle and the preparation fif a survey map of the monuments 
there. 

At Udgir in the Bidar District the Bagi-i-Husam was conserved at a cost of 
Rs. i,.|_5(i. The Great Temjile of Balanijict in the Warangal District was .also re- 
paired on which a sum of Rs. 3,000 aiiproximately was s])ent. In the Warangal 
Di.strict the Thousand- Pillar temple was also ie])aired. 

Epigraphy . — The attempt for the copying of Moslem inscriptions m Hidai 
was revived during the year and two complete sets of inked rubbings of all the 
Moslem inscriptions there were prepared. The Director has written an article on 
the.se records which has been published in the Epigraphni I ndo-Moslemiea for 
1927-28. 



In the domain of Hindu inscriptions the Department is arranging to have the 
Canarese epigra])hs at Kukkanur and Kallur edited by Mr. Krishnamacharlu of 
the Epigraphic Survey of the Government of India. 

The Director is also arranging to publish the Monograph on the Telugu 
inscription of Shitab Khan of Warangal as a separate number of the Hyderabad 
Archccological Series. 

Numismatics.- coins were acquired during the year for the Department, 
of these 2q were of Gold, 602 silver and 24 copper or other metal. 

A list of 532 duplicate Gold coins for distribution and sale was compiled. 
ICight Museums and institutions and nineteen Indian Durbars applied for the 
duplicate coins and were supfdied. 

Museum.— 222 rare articles were acquired for the Museum during the year. 

Publication . — Besides the .Annual Report for the year 1337 F. (1027-28 A.D.) 
the Def)artmeut published a revised edition of the Guide to Ellora Caves. The 
printing of the Ajanta Album maile satisfactory progress during the year and 
Part I is expected to be issued shortly. The Director in his capacity as Epigra- 
phist to the Goveniiiicnt of India frir Moslem Inscriptions contributed a detailed 
article on the inscriptions of Bidar to the Epigraphia Indo-Moslemica for 1027-28. 

Photographs and Drawings. — Forty-eight negatives, twf> full size colour copies 
and twelve tracings of the frescoes in the K.iilasa and the Indra Sabha Caves at 
Ellora, were firepared during the year. A set of colour postcards of the Ellora 
frescoes as well was printed. 

Library — Ninety-one new v'olunies were acquired for the library of the 
Department during the year. 

Expenditure on ( onservation and maintenance . — The total expenditure on the 
conservation and survey of monuments during the year under review was Rs. 46,902 
as against Ks. 0,845 in the jirevious year. It is satisfactory to note that the 
officers of the P.W'. Dcjiartment took great interest during the year in the main- 
tenance of the Arcliaeological monuments. The wild shrubs and trees in the 
Bidar Fort were cleared to a large extent during the year and several monu- 
ments there have now become accessible. Government are pleased to note that 
Mr. T. J. Ta.sker, O.B.E., I.C.S., the Revenue Secretary, and Nawab Zahir Yar 
Jung Bahadur, the First Taluqdar, Bidar, evinced considerable interest in this 
matter. 

The expenditure on the maintenance of the Department during the year 
under review amounted to O.S. Rs. 61,833 against Rs. 55,966 in the previous 
year, the increase is due to an excess under “Printing charges” and “Grade 
increments of the staff." 

In addition to the above a sum of O.S. Rs. 2,898 was spent during the year 
on the fittings of the Bibi-ka-Maqbara Museum at Aurangabad and O.S. Rs. 6,222 
on the printing of the A junta Album. 

Conclusion . — In conclusion His Exalted Highness the Nizam’s Government 
are pleased to record their appreciation of the good work done by Mr. G. Yazdani 
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and of the projjress made by the Deiiartment under his supervision during the 
year under review.

In the* be^imiinji of the ye.ir, Mr. 0 . Vn/dani, the Director, was on dejui- 
tatioii ill Ivuroiic to attend the XVIItli International Conp-ess of Orientalists 
and he returned to the Doniini(Uis on the Otli r»aihinan (c)th December, T()2S). 
Diiriiip; his absence Mr. T Streenivas officiated Director. 

The Director toured in the Auraiif^abad, (fUlbar|;a, Ibdar, Mahbubnau:ar, 
Warangal and Medak Districts to ins])ect the conservation work which had been 
carried out there. He also acconipciiiiecl the Triiices during: their visit to Ilanani- 
konda, Palaiii])et, iCllora and Auraiiu:abad iuordei to ex])lain to them the arch.To- 
loj^ical and artistic ini])()rtance of the moninnents there Tlie Assistant Director, 
Mr. T. Stieenivas, toured in the Aurani^abad and Medak Districts. The details 
of the tours of the Director and tlic Assistant Director are i^iveii in their diaries, 
included as A])pendices E and h' in this Rejiorl. 

Among: the inonuments newly surveyed during tlu‘ year undei re])ort men- 
tion may be made of the h'ort of Koilkoiida, which is referred to frequently in 
the annals of the Qntb Slrilii Kinj^s in their war^ .apain.st the Zamindars of 
TeliiiKana. To the survey of this I'ort the attention of the Dejiartmeiit was 
kindly drawn by Nawab vSir Amin Juiu^ liahadur, R C I.h' , C.S.I., whose interest 
in the jireservation and study of the monuments of the Doniinioiis is well known. 
Koilkonda is situated lourteen miles to the south-WTst of Mahbnbna^ar,' whence 
it can be ajqiroached by a metalled road the distance from Hyderabad beiiit: 
seventy-eij^ht miles in the south-westerly direction The town was until recently 
the headquarters of a Taihsil, but it has dwindled now into a village and com- 
prises a poimlation of about 1,200 jicrsons, who are mainly a.e:rieulturists. 

The I'ort is perched on a hill, the highest point of which is about Hooft. 
above the surrounding: land. The form of the hill is soniewdiat uninviting, 
consisting of hug:e boulders with little verdure to relieve the drabbish effect of 
the rock. Nature*, howcvei, seems to have created it tor the purpose of a 
fort, as a dee]) ravine bounds the hill towards the west while the east is 
gjuarded by the confluence ol sevetal streamlets which join at Mubarak])!!!-.*

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The south of the hill has a steep fall and the only approach from the north 
consists of a narrow and tortuous ])ath passing through rough boulders 
(Plate I). A wall of cyclopeaii masonry encircles the hill, while bastions and 
curtains have been built along the approach at various points to make the 
ascent to the Fort practically impossible for assailants who could be crushed 
by rolling stones down at any point during their attempt. 

The visitor, now , approaches the Fort from the southern extremity of the 
town, which nestles at the foot of the hill. A long flight of masonry steps 
leads in zigzag fashion right u]) to the top, but formidable looking bastions 
abut at every angle and the visitor may be struck with awe by the sight of 
the Petla Puri at the very commencement of his entry. After ascending 
over a hundred steps the first landing is reached, w’here the remains of a 
water reservoir, an inscri])tiona1 pillar and a gateway with barbican may be 
seen. The reservoir is the lowest of a series which continues to the higher 
parts of the hill, the dykes and sluices being so arranged that the surjilus 
w ater ot the higher reservoir fills u]) the lower. The advantage of this system is 
that the g.'irrisons living at different levels in the fort possess a supply of water 
wdthin easy reach and do not have to go up and down for it. 

The inscription is in Telugu characters and its text has been deciphered 
for the Department by Mr N. bakshminarayana Rao, M.A., through the good 
offices of Rai Pahadur Dr. Uirauanda Sastri, Fpigraphist to the Government of 
India. The record is interesting as it confirms the information given by Firishta 
and the author of the 'iarilih-i-i^hith ^ahl regarding the help by the garrison 
of Koilkonda to Ibrfxhiin (Jutb Shah in establishing himself on the throne of 
Golconda. The inscription is dated January 12th, 1551 A. I). ; but the promise 
of help would have been made by the garrison of Koilkonda prior to Ibrahim 
yutb Shah's accession which took place on the 28th July, 1550 A D. The 
difference between these dates is apjiarently due to the fact that the inscrip- 
tional tablet wa.-. set up a year after the accession of Ibrahim yutb i^iah. 

The text and translation of this inscription are published in Appendix A. 

At this landing the irregular courses of t he masonry of some walls 
prove them to be of the Hindu jxeriod, but the machicolation of the bastions 
and the arrangement of the barbican are distinctly those of a period when 
guns had come into use. The gateway is arch-.shaped and on the outer face 
of it the figures of peacocks, tigers, elephants, geese, fishes and horse-riders 
are carved in plaster. Similar figures are carved above the lintel of the 
doorway, while on the lintel itself a pair of geese is carved and the jambs 
arc decorated with sikharas,' sculptured on them. 

The jia.ssage through the gateway is about 7 ft. wide and on either side 
of it are rooms for the accommodation of guards. The roofs of these rooms 
are vaulted in the form of a gable. The gate is quite massive, being of 
sandal wood and fitted w'itli knobs and bars of iron for protection against 
intruders. The curiosit}’^ of more recent visitors has however done greater

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damage to the gate than the fun' and violence of assailants in olden times, for 
one notices that as far as the hand can reach the wood of the gate has been lorn 
and taken away as souvenirs. 

The passage beyond the gate is narrow and tortuous and defended on 
both sides by walls and bastions of massive construction. Proceeding about 
fifty yards further a second gateway is reached, midway across the opening 
of which a beam has been placed, an entrance, about 5 ft. high, being left 
below this beam, above which this opening has been filled up with masonry- 
The gateway seems to have been originally in the pillar and lintel .style, 
as can be observed from the inner masonry of the building. Two platforms 
now mark the site of the guard rooms, wdiich have completely disappeared. 

Beyond the second gateway, steps to the right of the pas.sage lead to a 
cistern st5ded the Pochammagiddu. The masonry of the walls between the 
second and third gateways, the latter being built further up facing the 
north, is of the cyclopean type and seems to be of old Hindu times. Pass 
iiig beyond the third gateway the visitor will notiee the dried up bed of a 
tank which is one of the intermediate reservoirs of the series referred to 
above. 

Along the passage, beyond the last gateway, there are some natural 
caverns which in olden da3fs might have been the retreats of Yogis. One 
of them now bears some white and red streaks, and close to it a small 
shrine is built which is dedicated to the Lion-Ood, Narasimha. large bastion 
towers above the passage hero. It is styled the Chilkal Bur). 

Proceeding further and ascenditig some more steps the visitor reaches the 
fourth gateway'. Its opening is in the pillar and lintel style, but above it 

an arch has been built and the space between the apex of the arch and the 

lintel filled up with masonry coverefl with plaster (Plate II). In this 

space figures of peacocks, elephants, etc., similar to those on the first gateway', 

are carved in plaster. After passing through this gateway, the visitor will 
see on his left an 'Ashnr !^iana. It is of moderate dimensions, 17 ft. 
Inf 12 ft., but two pillars of black basalt, supporting the roof, are worthy of 
notice. They are beautifully carved and apparently belong to smne early 
Hindu structure. 

To the left of the passage another tank may also be seen, which is the 
highest and the largest ol the series, and has a massive anient for the flow 
of the surplus water. The hill at this stage has some pieces of level ground 
which have been utilised for the building of store-houses for grain and 
ammunition and quarters for the garrison. 

The most important of these buildings is situated about fifty yards to 
the south of this fourth gateway, and cxunprises a number of apartments 
the arrangement of which, on account of the falling down of the roofs, 
is difficult to follow. At the south end of the building traces ol a water- 
lift connected with the reservoir in front may be seen. The water was raised 
from the reservoir and carried through an aqueduct to the various parts of 
the building. The archc.s of the aqueduct (Plate II6) are more or less 
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intact and rei)resent a very massive style of architecture. The house was 
apparently built for the Commander of the ^^arrisou. 

The passage in front of the house is paved and going southwards leads 
to several magazines and granaries. These are outwardly rectangular in 
plan and built ol large blocks of masonry. The roofs of these structures 
are vaulted, sonietinies barre]-sha])ed, and the halls belov\ them have been 
divided into aisles by rows of massive jnllars. One of these magazines is 
now occupied by the Bibl-ku- AUim,^ which is shown as a reli(' on the loth 
of Muharram each year to a large congregation who assemble hcr(‘ from the 
neighbouring villages. The old locks of this magazine, being ol colossal size 
and most grotesque design, must not be missed by the visitor. A ])eep into 
the various magazines may also intere.st him. for some still have the remains 
of old stores in the form ol sulidiur, tobacco, etc 

On the hill, at a liigher level than these mag.lzme•^. batteries are built loi 
the i)rot(‘ction of the latter and some of these batteries are still mounted 
with ])ieces of old artillery (Plate TV^/) 

The steps leading u)) from this ]>art ol the Koit are built into a ])recipit()us 
side of the hill, and the ascent would not only have been trying to an assailant 
but dangerous on account of the huge uncanny bouldeis ])erched all along 
the ])a.ssage, the rolling dowm of which w'ould mein the crushing of an entire 
army. 

The narrow ])assage leads through three gateways until it reaches the 
to]) of the hill, wdiich commands a fine view ol the country around. The 
highest point is occui)ied by a mosque, which consists ol a single hall (V) 
by () ft. q in.) with iiv^e arched oj)eiiiiigs. The arches ol the building are 
somewhat dumj)y in apj)earanee, but the oriiainenlal ])aiapet of interlaj)j)ing 
miniature arches is quite ])icturesque (Plate 

On the toj) of tbe hill a dc])ression has been utilised for the storage of 
water, and along it^ sides houses of chiselled m isonry have been built, 
aj>parently for the use of the (Governor (or the Chief) and lii^ family. The 
style of architecture of these houses is Moslem of the Baihmani ])eriod and 
the general plan of the houses consists of a small square court around wliich 
arched halls are built. 

There are also some inagazines on the trip of the hill, one of wdiich, styled 
the Dhan-Ka-Kotha (Rice Store), is of extensive dimensions and most massively 
built. The most interesting thing, however, to be noticed here is a natural 
cavern, about wliich it is reported that some virgins wdiose cha.stity was molested 
by the infidels during a siege of the Imrt disaiijieared into it. The ringing 
of their bangles is still heard at the dead of night, but no male can enter the 
cavern even to this day, and if anybody dares to do so the jienalt}^ is death. It 
is told that a man went into the cavern, but he never returned. The new brides

of the village, however, enter the cavern and make offerings of sweets and 
bangles to the virgins. 

Another old building of interest at Koilkonda is an ‘Idgah the wall of 

which represents a very quaint stjde of architecture (Plate I\7i). The corner 
towers arc extremely heavy in ])roportion while the inirai)et is very dainty, 
and neither parajiet nor towers match with the general style of the building. 

Passing on to Bidai the b'ort there has been carefully suivcyed and 
a descri])tion of its salient features will be of interest to the student. The b'ort 
was built by Ahmad Shah Wall liaihmam in i 4 ^’,o, but considerable additions 
were made thereto by the latei Haihniaiu and Barid SJiahi Kings until 
Auraiigzeb captured it in and thereafter built the Sharza 1 )arwa/.ah in front 
of the main ap])roach of the Fort. The general plan of the b'ort is moie oi less 
In the form oi a rhombus, the east to west distance (4 qtlis of a mile apjnoxi- 
mately) being larger than north to south (i a mile ajiproximately). In building 
the I'ort advantage has been taken of the edge of the Bidai jdateau, so that 
the apimiach to the h'ort is from the jilateau’s side, wdiile its walls towards 
the east and north are on the brink of dee]) precipices and towards the south 
and north-west, where a horn of the jilateau projects and adjoins the h'ort, a 
deep moat has been cut in the solid rock. The moat and scarjis are double at 
jjoints where the height oi the jireeijiice is not sufficient or where the Fort 
adjoins the jilateau. In the hewing out of the moat the builders of the Fort, to 
economise laboui, have left partitions in the width of the moat ; thus the latter 
htis three divisions, each delended on either side by rock walls. This device has 
given a new feature to the moat oi the Fort. The best view of this tri])le 
rock-hewn ditch may be had neai the main gate (Sharza Darw.izah). 

The outermost gateway of the Fort is styled the Sharza Darwazah and 
according to an inscription fixed to the door it was built during the reign ol 
Aurangzeb The sj)ike-studded doors of the gateway may interest the visitor, as 
also the arches of the guard-rooms to the left of the passage btlween the first 
and second gateways, whi('h have very large spans and aie extieinely s(]iiat in 
l)ro])ortioii. The Sharza Darwazah faees the north-east and it has been so built 
that its adjoining walls entirely cover the second gateway which faces the east. 

The fat;ade of the second gateway is most beautifully decorated with 
encaustic tiles bearing geometrical and calligraidiic devices.' The blue colour oi 
these tiles is esjiecially fresh and brilliant, while the other colours, green and 
yellow, are somewhat ])ale. An inscrijitional tablet, in which the arrangement 
of letters is in the form ol an intricate .scroll, also adorns the gateway, but the 
most notable feature is the tiny windows of the Music (bdlery, built above 
the gateway, which in the colossal dimensions of the gateway look extremely 
dainty. For safety, the doors of these windows have been jjrotected with steel 
plates and knobs of an elegant de.sign.

Muh.immucl. is to .1 very great extent respoiiHible toi these carvings for 
the ^iites hold ‘All in the liighest regaid. but the tendency of the Hindu mason who w,is i-iiiplnyed to 
build such gateways and to decorate them witii animal figurea should not be overlooked 
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The Music Gallery (Naubal Khanah) may be approached from steps built 
along the guard-room adjoining the inner arch of the second gateway. There are 
four small rooms altogether, three alK>ve the gateway and the fourth above the 
bastion adjoining it. The ceilings of these rooms arc vaulted, being low and 
divided into a number of panels by pla.ster ribs, the arrangement produces 
the effect of a wood construction. The trellis work of an arch of the gallery' 
exhibits exquisite taste. 

The distance between the second and third gateways is considerable and 
they are connected by a broad passage which is defended on both sides with low 
curtains of massive masonry. The third gateway, which is styled the Guinbad 
Darwazah (Vaulted Gateway), is the most massive of all the gateways of the fort 
and its stilted arch re])resents a form which seems to have found special favour 
with the llaihinanids, for it is found frequently represented on the building® 
of the h'ort. The span of the outer arch of the gate is 28 ft. while the apex 
is 38 ft. above ground. The dome above the gateway is 38 ft. in diameter and 
rises nearly 70 ft. above ground. It is interesting to note that although the 
arch of the gateway, is so much stilted, (Plate Va) the dome, above the 
passage, is hemis])herical, almost round at the top, with no indication of any 
stilting. The entire building i)reseuts a most massive appearance, somewhat 
grim ill effect and quite different from the general style of the second gateway, 
which offers a fair display of colour. 

Adjoining the (iumbad (iate to the left of the road is the group of Royal 
palaces, which have been honey-combed by the alterations and additions 
made thereto in subsequent times. The first in order of proximity to the 
Gumbad Gate is the Kangin Mahall, which is now occujiied by the Taluqdar’s 
Court. An unsightly modern veranda covers the beautiful facade of the halls to 
the S.H., while the double hall on wooden pillars, in front of the pavilions, with 
tile and mot hcr-o’ -pearl work, although it may be admired for its exquisite 
carving, does not, being built in Hindu style, harmonise with the architecture of 
the pavilions, which are of purely Persian design. It will be interesting to note 
here that the architect of these pavilions has taken .so much pains to copy some 
Persian prototypes as to rci)roduce even the couplets (Persian) written on them.' 

The arrangement of the Rangin Mahall, as it is now, can be best under- 
stood from the accompanying plan, which shows two square halls of considerable 
dimensions towards the east and a .suite of four small rooms towards the south. 
The verandas in front of these buildings are modem, while the two rooms 
towards the east and north have been so much altered that it is difficult to 
state which jiart of them is modern, and which old. The tile work ou the facade 
of the eastern halls, traces of which may still be seen, and the massive style 
of architecture, are typical of the Baihmani period, while the small rooms 
towards the south, although very juetty on account of their mother-o’ -pearl

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work, and other decoiative features, exhibit a n irnm vision on aceoinil ol theii 
small scale. The rooms were built by ‘Ali Jhind, the thiid ol the Tiiik 
usurpers who established themselves on the throne of Ibdai, o\'ei t hiowiiii; their 
masters the HaihmanT Iviiip;s. In the lower court of the R.im^Tii Mahtdl a 
polished black stone reservoir of artistu' design m.iy be seen. 

Along the road, forming the basement of the Rangiii Maliall, an a nnnibei 
of vaulted rooms, wdiich seem to have been occui)ied originally h\ the gnaids 
of the palace. 

Almost adjoining the Rangin Mali. ill towiniK the w'est , aie the lemains of a 
large house, wnth seveial apartments, each having an e\tensi\e c<»nit and a 
large number of vaulted looms. It is now stvled the Sliahi M.itbakh or tlie 
J^oyal Kitchen ; but the building seems to have been the qu.ntias ol a imnisteT 
of the state and might have been occnined by Malik Marjan, the Rii.ijinr 
Oovernoi, ftom whom Aurangzeb wTcstc'd tlu' Ridai Koit , foi an iiisci i])t ion, in 
which a lelcreiice to the re^iairs done b\ him has been m ide, is carved ()ii 
the inner doorw'ay of this house.

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On coniinj^ out from this house (Shahi Matbakh), the road goes in a north- 
westerly direction, and after traversing a short distance, we notice an extensive 
platform on our right and an enclosure with remains of water-channels and 
a garden towards our left. The platform is approached by a flight of steps, 
and it has a scries of rooms built at its north end. The rooms are now occupied 
1)\' the office of the District Inspector of Schools, but their plan shows that 
they were originally a bath, which name still survives. The arrangement of 
the rooms at the N.IC. corner has not been disturbed, and the vaulting and the 
dainty corridors will interest the visitor. There is also a cistern at the eastern 
end of the ])latform. 

Ill the enclosure, opposite to the Inspector of Schools’ Office, referred to 
above, the remains of another cistern are worthy of notice. The middle cavity 
of the cistern is circular, but as a whole it is rather oval in form; the most 
jdeasing feature of it is the black stone margin, which has a conventional lotus- 
bud design (or trefoil pattern) towards the water surface. The enclosure shows 
traces of ])aved walks which divided the flower beds, and also of a water- 
chaiiiu‘l which runs in the middle and is connected with a cascade at the base 
of the Tarkash Maliall. 

To the west of the enclosure is the Sola Khamb Mosque, which is an 
extensive building (2()5 ft. by 77 ft.). The style of architecture is plain and 
massive, although an ornamental parapet of overlapping arches crowns the 
fa(;ade and the dome has trellis screens of elegant design giving air and light to 
the interioi of the building The ceiling of the prayer-hall is supported on 
massive circulai ])illars, each being l.j ft. \ ins. in girth. The form of the i)rincipal 
doni(‘ is almrist hemispherical and it has a gilt fiiiial surmounted by a crescent.^ 
An inscri])tion of the time of Aurangzeb exists in this mosque, but it must have 
been built by the Haihmani kings, foi Muhammad vSalili describes it as already 
two hundred years old when Aurangzeb conquered the Bidar I'ort. 

On the roof of the Moscpie the remains of a reservoir and also the traces of 
a water-chciiiiicl, which is connected with a well, may be seen. Water was 
drawn from the well and carried through the channel to the reservoir on the 
roof of the Mosque, and thence distributed to the ci.sterns in various palaces. 

A passage, in front of the Mosque, goes towards the ^outh and leads to the 
Tarkash Mahall and the (iagan Mahall. The former is several storeys high, and 
is now occupic'd by the I'aluqdar’s Office for Records. It comprises a series 
of vaulted rooms, the original arrangement inid form of which has been much 
changed by recent additions. On the roof of this palace may be seen the traces 
of a parlour w ith a fountain in front, which shows the great love of the Musalman 
builders for running watei. 

The (higan Mahall is situated at the back of the Tarkash Mahall, and has 
an extensive courtyard in front of it, which, if excavated, is likely to disclose old 
walks and water-channels. The building is now occupied by the District 
Treasury, and has four vaulted halls with some corridors which run along the

sides and at the back. From the windows of the back corridoi .1 jj^ood view 
of the moat and the grounds beyond is obtained. The style of architecture 
is massive; but as the building has been strip])ed of its ornamental leatures it is 
difficult to appreciate properly its artistic merits. 

The visitor may return to the main road by the i^assage which goes in trout 
of the Sola Khamb Mosque, but he had better leave the court of the (higan 
Mahall by a gate at its north-west corner, and ])assing through the enclosure ol 
another ruined palace and circuniambulatiiig the Mosque by the foot]>ath which 
runs at its back, join the road at its north-west corner, thus gaining a view 
of the ruins of that part of the I'ort as well. The road, on proceeding a little 
further, branches in three directions —north, north-west, and west, leading to 
the Long Oun, the Takht Mahall and the Kala Burj (Hlack Bastion) res])eclivcly. 
T'aking the north-westerly direction first and proceeding some two hundied 
yards we come across a large enclosure (S() yds. by 72 yds.) of which the walls 
are more or less intact and in the upj)er parts of which /^/// screens of beautiful 
designs may be seen. The enclosure is called the Zenana Mahall which 
title is not inappropriate on account of the presence of the trellis work thnuigh 
which the ladies would watch the cavalcades marching to the Royal Court, 
The interior of the enclosure is in a ruinous condition, a vast mass of debris 
marking the site of spacious halls and beautiful rooms. The extreme eastern 
and western rooms of the south wing of the palace comprised three a])artmeiits, 
the middle one of which was oblong and the two side ones squaie. There were 
also small vaulted chambers attached to these rooms, the ])aiielling of the 
ceiling of which shows exquisite taste.' 

Passing beyond the Zenana Palace the road proceeds to the Takht Mahall, 
which was built on the brink of a precipice, the drop at the back of the building 
being nearly 100 ft. The poet Adhuri has j)raised the lofty ])osition of tin* 
building, stating — “ Comj)ared with the loftiness of this edifice the skv is but a 
step of its threshold”. The Palace is now a vast mass of ruins, but the exejuisite 
proportions of the room at the north-west angle of the main block are guarantee 
enough for the high praise bestowed on it by the poet. 'J'he arches rise so as to 
convey an air of loftiness, and the beautiful tile decoration of the facade, relieved 
by bands of carved black stone, give an idea of suinptuousness combined with 
good taste only to be found in architecture of the highest order. The plan of 
the interior of the room is extremely picturescpie, the square form of the exterior 
of the building being converted into an ornamental octagon by the building of 
niches, of elegant design at corners. Excluding the niches, the room measures 24 
ft. across. The view of the Fort and the countr}’' around, to be seen from the 
windows of this room, is superb and the architect could not have selected a better 
site than this for the building of the Throne room.*

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On account of the mass of debris it is difficult to describe with precision the 
plan ol the main block of the building, which faces the east. Ap[)arently, there 
was a rectangular hall in the middle (40 ft X 2() ft. approximately) with a square 
hall (2f) ft. each way approximately) on each side, but between the rectangular 
hall and the square rooms there was a small room on either side. The Palace 
had several wings, the traces <tf the south wing being now marked by a large 
heap of debris. This Palace rose t(» several storeys and below the rectangular 
hall and the rooms described above, the remains of a bath, with several ajiart- 
nients, and of sonic halls may be seen. 

The main a))pioach of the Palace was from the east, where near the northern 
wall of the Zenana Palace, a gateway, a court and some halls, for the offices of 
the ministers, mav be seen. To the student of architecture the six-dome 
jKivilion of the Ministei’s court has interest for its (juaininess; it is now 
styled the Taksal (Mint), but ajiiiaientlv it was the audience room of the 
ministers 'I'lie arches ol the main building of the Takht Mahall are stilted, 
which fact, combined with the style of the tile decor.itioii, leaves no doubt that 
the Palace was designed by a Peisian architect, but Hindu masons must have 
been emjiloyed for niinoi work, for tlnar designs may be notici-d in some of the 
carvings of the black stone marginal bamls. The dimensions of the main court 
of the Takht Mahall were 530 X t)00 ft. approximately and its plinth ro.se to a 
height of nearly 100 ft from the low ground on the west of the edifice. The 
w.'ills, which ate intact, are all of chiselled trap masonry and show neat work- 
manshii) 

The most important features of the P.idar h'ort are, however, its walls, which 
have :i circumfetence of 1,500 yds. There are niassi\'e bastions, thirty-seven in 
number, at frequent intervals .md the majftritv of them are surmounted with 
guns, the workmanshi]! of which reflects credit on the skill and knowledge of 
thosf days. Ivich b.istion has a name, but .unong them the Kala Burj (Black 
Bastion), the Bal Burj (Red Bastion), the Kalyani Burj, and the Bari Top Ka 
Buij .ire especially note<l on account of their colossal dimensions. The Depart- 
ment has now laid out roads which enable the visitor to go to any part of the 
fort, even driving in a motor car. road has been constructed from the (iuinbad 
Danvazah which goes first in a northerly diicction, passing by the Old Magazine 
Hid the Stables, until the Barge Oun Ba.stion is reached. The formation of this 
bastion is interesting from a military point of view, being defended by curtaim 
of massiva- construction in its lowei parts, which are loopholed for guns and 
muskets of various sizc-s. The curtains are locall}’^ called the Parhotas or the 
Wings of the Bastions, and the visitor must not mi.ss seeing them. The Bari Top 
(Barge Oun), wdiich is placed on this bastion, is a magnificent jiiece of artillery 
both as legards its size and its finish. The circumference near the muzzle is 11 
ft. and the boie is i ft. 8 inches across. The gun bears the name of King ‘Ali 
Band, wdio was the third rulei of the dynasty and reigned from 1549 to 
I57t) A.C 

Prom the bastion of the Barge Gun the new road proceeds towards the west 
until the Purana (Jil'a (Old h'orl) is reached. In its course it passes along 
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the ramparts and at some ])oiiits offers exeolleiit views of the moniiiiients of the 
Fort. The Pnrana Oil'a marks • ])rojeetioii of tlie Hidar plateau and as 
the country beyond it is not very low s])eci:i 1 care has been observed for its 
defence Curtains have been built at virions jioiuts and there is a double moat, 
to which an arched jiassaj^e leads from the I'ort. The road in <;oiii<; alom; 
the fortification of the Pnrana Oita makes a loo]) and descends in a southerly 
direction at a iioint whence a i^'ood view of the tank, which was the main source 
of the water su])])ly of the lu)rt, mav be had The visitor here will notice a well 
and the traces of a water-lift and also a line of pipes which su])plied watei to the 
fountains built in the hip:her aiiartmeiits of the palaces. The remains of old i^iin- 
foundries may also be seen there. The road further has a zit;/.an course, 
first towards the east and then towards the south, until it joins the road which 
t^oes round the Taklit Maliall and leads to the Ikistion of the bon^ (lun. The 
visitor will find thb ^un also interesting, for it measures jS ft. it inches in 
length and is, ])erhai)s, the longest gun in India. The original position of 
the gun was on toj) of the bastion, but on account of a tem])le which has been 
built in comparatively recent times, it is now lying on a lower terrace. The to|) 
of the liastion commands a magnincent view of the country. 

A new road has also been constructed from near the gate whence the 
path in olden days led to the tank. The road skirts round tli(‘ north side of the 
tank and ultimately leads up to the western rami)arts of the I'ort. The 
climb at several points is rather ])reci])itous but a motor car can )>e driven 
all along this road. The fosse on this .side of the Fort is double and the 
bastions are most massively built. The KalyanI Hurj is the strongest among 
these, rising to a height of nearly 120 ft. and being defended bv curtains at 
three different levels. Near the ba.se of the Kalynni Ihirj the visiioi mav 
notice the iron-studded Delhi (bite, which was covered with cactus and has 
been exposed to view only recently. Through this gate the ])ith from the 
tank and the low lands of the Fort led U) the moat and ultimately tf) the country 
outside. On the left side of the Delhi gate a missive giating may be noticed 
w’hich is fixed to the outlet of a huge drain styled the Jamtia Mori. 

The new' road turns southward from the Kalyaiii Ihirj and i)assiiig along 
the ram])arts touclies the I/al Ihirj (Red bastion), and the Kala Hnrj (black 
Bastion). Ultimately, this road joins the one leading to the Taklit Mahall 
near the Zenana Palace. 

In clearing the jungle and laying out roads in the Ihdar I'ort the Dqiart- 
nient is much obliged to Xawab Zahir Yar Jung Bahadur, Tnluqdar of Hidar, for 
his personal interest and ungrudging hel]). 

The drainage of the caves at Ajaiita and P'llora has been further improved 
during the year under report and a sum of Rs. ;,J()S was sjicnt on the measures 
carried out in this connection. The conservation of the frescoes at these 
two places is also making steady jirogress and during the year under report 
the fre.scoes of the ceiling of the Indra vSabha at Ivllora and of Cave II of Ajanta 
have been projierly treated, and made safe from further decay. To .strengthen 
the hands of our Mechanic, Mr. (Thulam Nabi, (loverniiient have been pleased 
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to sanction the fii)pointment of another assistant to him, besides Mr. Muham- 
mad Usman, who has been working with him for several years. 

At lUiuldabad the gateway, Baradari and central pavilion of the gardens 
of Bani Begam, have been properly conserved and repairs have also been done to 
the water channels and paved walks of the gardens. Bani Begam, whose full 
name was Jahan Bano Begam, was the wife of Prince Bidar Bakht, who was the 
figure head of a conspiracy in 1202-3 H. (1787-88 A.D.). He was placed on 
the throne on the 27lh 7 a ya‘d 1202 H. (I'riday, August 2(), 1788) and deposed 
on the 8th Muhanam, 1203 H. (Thursday, October q, 1788).' 

The last remains of the Begam are interred in the middle of a cistern, 
the i)avilions at the corner-, of which are typical of the Mughal architecture 
of this period ])cirticularly the roofs of Bengali design. “ The ornamental niches 
and cusped arches of the Baradan are also reminiscent of the same style and 
these features make the monunieiit a landmark in the history ol the Moslem 
architecture of the Deccan. 

At Bidar, a railing has been set up round the tomb of Mahmud O iwan, 
the well-known iiiinister of the later Baihmani kings The tomb, being in the 
open, suffered from the encroachment ol cattle, so the railing, although a modern 
addition, will keep the iiKmiiment safe from such intruders Further, as it was 
difficult for the ordinary visitoi to identify the grave of Mahmud Gawan among 
the other graves at the same place an inscriptional teddet of bhick stone has been 
set up at the head of Mahmud Gawan’s tomb The ex])enditure on these meas- 
ures has amounted to Rs. T,i7b. At Bidar, minor repairs have also been executed 
to the Ranghi Mahall and the Royal Bath in the Fort. 

The most important measures at Bidar, howevei, relate to the clearance 
of the jungle and the preparation of a survey ma]) of the moiiunieiits there. 
The o])erations arc* still in progress and when completed will enable the visitor 
to study the monuments there with convenience The distance of Bidar being 
only eighty-four miles from Hyderabad it could be a])proached by a motor car, 
but His Exalted Highness the Ni/aiin’s (h)vernment have constructed a railway 
line now, thus enabling the ordin.iry student also to visit this historic place. 

At TMgir in the District of Bidar, a sum of Rs. 1,43,6 has been spent on 
the conservation f)f the Bagh-i-Husani which was originally laid out in 1050 H. 
(i()|q A. I).). vShahjahan visited the jdace and an inscrijition is carved on one of 
the old houses in the garden which mentions the limperor's name Mr. Streeiiivas, 
Assistant Director, visited Udgir some time ago and the note conijiiled 
by him on the antiquities of the place is included as Appendix B to this report. 
The texts of the inscriptions have been deciphered and translated by Khwaja 
Muhammad Ahmad Sahib, M.A., our Research Scholai (Appendix C). 

In the Warangal District, the Great Temple at Palampet is being repaired and 
during the year under report a sum of Rs 3,000 approximately was spent, while

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the complete estimate aiiiouiits to Rs. tR.ooo. Tlic temple havim» l)eeii built 
without proper fouiidalioiis in a soft alluvial soil has sunk in an abrui)! manner, 
renderinp; the walls out of pluiiib, breakinp: the lintels and brackets and distiiihin^ 
the level of the floor and the jianels of the ccilino:. As the main cause of Ihi^ 
havoc is the jiercolatioii of rain water in the foundation of the building, measures 
are being carried out to have a layer of cement concrete, S ft. wide and ; ft. deep, 
placed along the plinth of the building on all sides. Further a drain is being 
built on the circumambulatory ])latform along the w.ills and all apertures caused 
in the pavement by the sinking of the floor are being tilled in with cement. 
Similar measures have been adoi)ted for the fissures a])])eariiig in the walls 
while broken lintels are being .supported by steel beams and props of ashlar 
masonry. The drainage of the roof is also being improved upon and for the 
protection of the spire, which is in a ])arlous condition, the insertion of a 
steel frame in the interior of the fabric has ])een pro[)osed The steel work will 
not be visible from outside, but it will .support from behind the walls of the 
spire which are out of plumb. 

In the Warangal District, repairs have also been executed to tin* Thousand- 
Pillar Temple. The elaborate cast-iron railing, ]nit \i\) round the building about 
fortv years ago, was an eyesore, .so it has been re])laced by a plain ])i]>e railing. 
Further, as props were needed for the support of a cracked lintel in the western 
porch of the outer hall, they have been built of neat masonry. The court 
of the temi)le has been levelled and neat ])aths of monnn have been laid 
out for visitors. 

Ill the rejiort for the year 13 V. (i02()-27) a reference was made to the 
copying of certain Moslem iiiscri])tions in Hidar. The attempt was revived 
during the year under rejiort, and as a result of that two complete sets of 
the inked rubbings of all the inscriptions there have been jirejiared. Among 
these epigraphs, which number as many as forty, two are of extreme interest, 
rejireseiiting '[hulfh and Wistcrlh/ styles of a very high order. The Thitlih 
inscription is carved on the tomb of Hazrat yialil TTllah,’ a .saint who flourished 
during the reign of Ahmad v^iah Wall Baihniani. The inscription extends over 
forty feet in length and the height of the individual letters is 14 inches while the 
thickness of the pen used is nearly an inch. One may wonder at the strength and 
skill of the fingers of the artist in handling a reed of such thickness and drawing 
curves and lines of such surjiassing beauty and elegance. The name of the artist 
occurs at the end of the inserijition- aJjl 

It is iiitcre.sting to note that in the Deccan the influence of the Persian art has 
been jiredominant from the very beginning of the Moslem rule and was strong- 
est during the reign of the Qutb Shahi Kings, who professed the vShiite faith. 

The NastaTu] inscription is carved on the Mosque of Farli Bagh and belongs 
to the reign of Aurangzeb. Apart from their calligraphic merits the inscriptions 
of Bidar are important in fixing with certainty the dates of variems buildings. 
For instance, we know by the help of these epigrafihs the exact date of the 

i Tx>ca1]y, he 1 .k called Ha?rat phalli Ulliih Liut-Shikan, apparently on arrount of hin having a coiiimon 
cognomen with the Prophet Ibrnhim who is styled Khalil TTIIgh among the Moslems 
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completion of 'All Biirid’s tomb, or of the l>uil(lin{!; of the vnrious gateways of the 
City and the Fort of Bidar, and the precise dale and name of the founder of a 
large mmiber of guns The Director has written an article on these records 
which is published in the Efyinruphia Iiido-Mosfemica for 1027-28. 

In the domain of Hindu inscriptions the Department is arranging to have 
the Canarese epigra])hs at Knkkanur and Kalhir edited by Mr Krishnamacharlu 
of the lipigraphie .Survey of the Croverument of India. The latter Government 
have kindly permitted Mr. Krishiiainacharlu to edit the records for the Hvdera- 
had Auluroloi^iicdl ^nics. The Director is also ananging to publish the mono- 
graph on the Tolugu inscription of .Shitab Khan of W arangal as a seijarale num- 
ber of the Hvdfrtilmd Archiroloi^idil Series. The monograph was compiled by the 
late Mr. I/akshman Bao, hut owing to his death the Director has approached 
the Director General of .\rcha‘t)logy in India to permit ])r. Iliraiianda S;istri, 
Government lC])igraphist, to edit this imiiortaiit work. 

A Telugn inscri])tion has been eojiied at Koilknnda, the contents of which 
have already been referred to on ]). 2 of this Report. 

During the year under re]>ort the De])artment has acquired (>55 eoins, 2() of 
whieh were gold, ()oj silver, and 24 co])per or other metal. A note on the sources 
of acc|uisifi(Hi, with detailed notes on (i) a mohar ot a uniriue tyjje of .Shah 
Jahaii of Kabul Mint, (2) a Rupee of Aurangzeb of a new mint read 
as I’honda and (_;) a Rn])ee of F'arrukhsiyar, mint Oujistabnnyad, on 
which the Hijri year is given as 112.5 and the regnal year :is 7, prepared by 
Mr. Khwaja Md. Ahmad, M.A., is included in this Rcjiorl as Ap])endix D.

The need of a suitable building foi the Mnsenni has felt all the 

nioie keenly diirinti the yeai under r(‘])ort because llie exhibits which are 
being acquired cannot, owing to lack ol s])ace, be sliown to the ])nl)lie in a 
systematic manner.' besides tlie eoins which have been refened to above, 
111 articles, comprising rare .MSvS., sjiecimeiis id calligiaphv and p.iinting, old 
arms and Pidri-ware ha\‘e ])een accjuired during the veai.

a large collection, embracing hookas, betel-boxes, spittoons, ewers, basins and 
other similar articles of household use. The designs of some of these articles 
are extremely artistic and as no comprehensive monograph has yet been compiled 
on the subjc'ct it is intended to publish one for the information of the general 
reader. 

Nawab Sir Amin Jung Bahadur has kindly lent to the Museum for purpose 
of exhibition, his unique MS. of the Malhmwi of Jalal’u-d-Din which probably 
belonged to the Delhi Kings, being written by Muhammad Afzal-al-Husaini,' who 
flourished during the reign of Farrukh Siyar. The private collections of some of 
the nobles of Hyderabad are unique in .some respects and if the exam])le of 
Nawab Sir .Vmin Jung Bahadur is followed by the other nobles of Hyderabad the 
Mu.scum by its loan collections will acquire an important position among the 
institutions of its class.

The printing of the Ajanta Album has made satisfactory progress and Part I 
will be issued shortly." The Director in his ciq)acity as Ivjngraphist to the 
Government of India for Moslem Inscriptions has contributed a detailed article 
on the inscriptions of Bidar to the Lpis^ruphia Indo-Moslcmica for 1927-28. 

Mr. M. Kranswa, Photograj)hcr of the De])artnient , ])rc])ared forty-eight nega- 
tives during the year under rci)ort. The titles and sizes of these negatives are 
given in .\ppcndix J of this Ke]M)rt. 

Mr. .Syed Ahmad prepared two full-size colour coi)ies of the court scene from 
the Smhala Avadatta, painted in the right corridor of Cave XMI, -Aianta. 
He also corrected the proofs of the Colour jdates of the Ajanta Album, it work in 
which the utmost care has been observed in making the colours of the reproduc- 
tions tally with those of the originals. 

Mr. Jalaluddin, the Artist of lillora, has co]Med twelve new subjects from the 
frescoes in the Kailasa and the Indra Sabha. The artistic quality of the,se 
frescoes is poor, but the fre.scoes are interesting from the jioiiit of history, showing 
how with the waning of the Buddhist religion the best qualities of the art 
disappeared and how the spirit and ideals of the Brahmaiiical faith or the beliefs 
and cult of Mahavira affected art adversely in India If is intended to publish 
select s])ecimens of these frescoes in the form of an l/bum. In the meantime a 
set of Cf)lour postcards based upon Mr. Jalaluddin’s copies has been printed 
which is fairly representative of the salient features of the Ivllora frescoes. 

Ninety-one new volumes have been acquired for the Library of the Depart- 
ment, of which sixty-one have been received as presentations from various 
governments and institutions and the rest ])urchased. A complete list of the 
books is included in this Report as .Appendix I.

The Department is equally thankful to Mr. T. J. Tasker, through whose 
kind offices the Taluqdai of Ridar— Nawab Zahir Yar Jung Rahadur--is carrying 
out our systematic scheme to clear the Ridar P'ort from wild shrubs and 
trees which had embosomed it to such an extent that access to many a nionumeni 
there had become iniiiossible. 

The total expenditure on the maintenance of the Department, exclusive Expenditure 
of the sum sijerit on the conservation of monuments, amounted to O.S «"*heMain- 

* ' tenance ol the 

Rs. hi, 8;,-;- (RTl. 5;„ooc)-i5-Ti). The figure for the previous year under 
this head was O.S. Rs. 55,(j6()-i-8 and the increase is due to an excess of 
Rs. 2,000 in the expenditure under the head ‘ printing charges ’ as also to the 
periodical increase in the salaries of the staff according to the Time Scale. 

In addition to the above expenditure a sum of O.S. Rs. 2,8()8-5-4 (B.O. 

Rs. 2,484-4-7) has been si)ent on the fittings of the Bibi-ka-Maqbra Museum at 
Aurangabad where a fine collection of Old China exists and it has been thought 
necessary that it should be properly exhibited. Further, a sum of O.S. 

Rs. 6,222-vh (ll.Fi. Rs. has been spent on the printing of the Ajanta 

Album, but this will be lecovered by the sale of the publication and ])aid 
back to Oovemnient. 

The programme of tour for the year i F., embraces visits to Waraiigal, Pro#r»mme

The Fort, l)uilt in i4c)3 A.C., stands just licliiiid or nortli of Td^ir Town, the hcMd(|iiartcMs of 
the Taluq of that name in liidar District. In former davs it was considered one oi tlie 
stronj'est forts in these ]iarts and ditrinii the icii;n ol tlie Miiiihal Kmpeim. Jnh.m, 

it was besicRcd and captured l)v one of his (Uncials, Khan Datiran. in T0.|h A.H. A.C.). 

This event is recorded in a lineU pieserved iiiscrihefl stone hiiilt into a wall, opposite the 
second Taluqdar's quarters f)n the first flooi of the Fort. It was also the scene oi a i^reat 
battle between the Nizam and the Marathas in A.C. I7fn). Hut all th(»se days ot idorv 
are past and liie whole Fort, cxceptinti a iew portii>ns lieie and there, is in ultei mins now 

The plan of the Fort is a loui^h quadrilateral with p;reatei lenpth than bieadth The 
Fort, which faces the south, is about 5C)0 feet broad while the leni^th is about thiee times 

the breadth. There is a deep trench on the .south wldle the sides and b.ick have had a 

double ditch running round them. The rampart eiicirtliiift th(‘ Foit is hi^di and stioii^lv 
built of stone with bastions at the ani;les and middle of the sides. Tlie front possessed at 

least three lines of defences of varvinn heii;hts one behind tlie rither, with a hii;h towei 
at cither end. And stroni; barbicans defend the only eiitiance into the Fori which is apparently 
by a narrow bridj'c thrown acioss the tieiieh on this side 

Passini* over the bridc;e we net into a small sipiare, oi lather eonit, where to oui left, 
is the first ejateway facim* the east. Its hiu'e w<HKleii doois are studded with spikes as a 
protection ac^ainst attacks by elephants. Passing thron^b it we turn to tnii ri^hl and 

proceed a few yards when tlie passage, which runs undei the stoiieil trout ol the Fort, takes 
a curve to the left. There is a small open space hen* and a seiond i^ateway iaeiny the 

east. Beyond this is the third anti last s^H'cwav t’aeiiu.' tlie same diieetion. VVe now liirii 
to the ri^it and proceed north and in a few minutes eirieri>;e iiiN) .1 lan;e open space. It 
is indeed a ])itiful siqhl we come upon. It is all ruin ever>’wheie and huildini^s in every sla^e ol 
decay meet oui eves. 

As we stand facing the north we find a broad walk in front with some buildings on 
either side. To cmi rii»lit is a small buildint;, in tairlv i>[o(k 1 eonditioii, which is used as llie 
Tahsildar’s ollice and another low one to the left of the walk, used as his recoul room. 
Next to it oil the north is a small mosque, which is t ne only well-preserved, eoiiiplete build* 
ill" in the whole place. Op])osite tlii". is a cistern where a lountain had once played. 

Leaviiij; the mosque wc ujo towards the e,asi and eiitci a bii^ comtv.iid, al the soiitliein 
end of which is an imposing Icnaced stiucture — Audience Hall in the ])alinv days ol the Fort, 
perhaps, but it now serves as the Tahsildai’s Court House Cro.ssiim the couityard, il wi j»o 
slightly to north-east, we come to a high s(|uarc towei the toj) of which i*- in ruins now. There is 
a high vault under the liasemtiil oi the towei aiifl jiassing through it we rind low down 
on our right a fine square tank appioaelied by two or three lligbts of steps. Tiafliiion claims this 
as the letreat of a Hindu saint of old, called Ihlayagii Rislii, aftei whom, it is believed, Hie town 
and Fort have been named. 

Retracing our steps to tlie towet, we find a iiurabei ol ruined buildings on the west. Among 
these there are two roofless structures lacing each other with a courtyard between, in wliieii some 
pillars are still standing. The one at the northern end was two-storieil, more ornamental than the 
other and adorned with very delicate stucco work, some of which is still to be seen. Theie 
is a narrow flight of slejis at each end ol the building, which led to the first floor. 'fnere are two 
more similar buildings, also roofless, to the west of the.se. Kach ot these has a cistern 
in front. They were probably the jialaces ol the ladies ol the harem. 

We leave these now and return south passing the mosijue, teierred to above, on oui 
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ri^ht Near the inner openiiif’ of the jiassage into the Fort, u flight of steps leads us to 
a terrace or platform, where some open verandahs facing the north are utilised as the Taluqdar’s 
Court and oflice. Some tumbled down steps on the right take us to the top of the ruined western 
tower. A bronze gun ot good workmanship, 7 feet long, is lying here. It has the open mouth of 
a tiger for its muzzle and the 6gure of a lion's head on the breech. 

Coming down to the terrace in front of the Taluqdar's Office wc find some steps which 
lead us east by a zig-zag passage, surrounded by roofless buildings, to a small open hall 
with a room on the north. There is an opening on the eastern wall opposite this. We 
go east, turn north and by a narrow passage reach a small courtyard, with a cistern in 
the middle. <>n the west we find a verandah, a hall and a long room on its south, divided 
into two bv an arch in the middle. This portion is just over the Tahsildar’s office and 
serves as the Talucplar’s quarters. The ceiling and parts of the wall have beautiful ornaments of 
stucco woiked on them, but unfortunately they have been the victims of several, no doubt 
well-meant, liinewashings and it is with an effort that we can trace the fine and delicate lines of 
the original design. The wall spaces on either side of the recess forming a balcony and in the 
adjacent room have been freely utilised by the architect for providing large and beautifully 
arched niches, divided into many big and small compartments. 

There is im arched opening in the stone wall on the east of these and it is on the wall to out 
left as we enter it, that the inscribed stone commemorating the capture of the Fort by Khan 
Daurfiii, rel erred to above, is built The cqrening loads us to a broad terrace, on the 
east of which is a roofless structure, siinilai in plan to, hut larger than, the Zenana palaces 
mentioned above. The cistern in ft out is missing here. There is a wall on the south which has 
a nutnber of pigeon-holes in three rows. The terrace commands a good view of the northern 
portion of the Fort and is just over the Tahsildar’s court room. The buildings on the south of 
the terrace are in a hopeless mass of ruins. Picking our way cautiously over these it is possible, 
at the risk of tumbling down any moment into the unknown depths of a blocked up vault or 
cellar below, to get to the top of the ruined eastern tower to find another bronze gun and a small 
rusted iron one. 

Retracing our steps to the Taluqdar's court, if wc cross the terrace in front and go west, 
some steps take us dowm to the path behind the parapet of the rampart. At a short distance 
there is a small two-storied building with a balcony overlooking the west. The plastered walls here 
still beat some traces of painting on the inside. The building is so tiny and cosy and looks more 
like a dovecot and in its better days had perhaps been a favourite resort of the ladies. 

Of the various buildings in the Fort, as already staled, the small Mosque is in good eondition 
and is in use. The Tahsildar's office and record room are in a fair state of repair. The imposing 
edifice, now serving as the Tahsildar’s Court house is really a big hall, 70' 0" long by 41/ 3" broad, 
with a verandah and three big open arches in front. 'I'c suit its present requirements tlie two 
side arches have been blocked up which makes the interior somewhat dark. It is a massive 
structure standing on a high basement and is just under the terrace referred to above. This and 
the buildings on the first floor, the Taluqdar’s Court and Office, are in pretty good condition, though 
they all lack good flooring. 

The verandah, hall and room used as the Taluqdar's quarters may, on the whole, be said to be 
in a better condition. But they have put some corrugated iron sheets over the verandah which 
looks most incongruous, while the beam on which these rest arc supported by ugly looking pillars, 
fai from being in harmony with the surroundings. The balcony on the west is blocked up and 
lime-washed inside, but from outside it looks as if all sorts of rubbish had been stuffed into it. 
'I'wo or three neat little windows in theii place would look much better. The cheap small window 
inseited on the northern side of the balconv may with advantage be replaced by a better one. 

There are a number of remains of other buildings in the fort, among them being five Zenana 
palaces. There is not a bit of roof left on any of these, the plaster is all gone and so also the 
flooiing. Only the walls and pillars are there. 
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Inscriptums in the Fort 

There aie a number ol inscriptions in various parts of the F‘ort. Kxceptinj» a few which have 
weathered badly they are well preserved.

Bala ft Temple 

This is a tenq)le in Udgir Town, named after its presiding deity. It is situated in a narrow 
lane running west fioni the road leading to the Ft>rt. The entrance is by a dooi on the south 
while the shiine itself faces the east. Tliere is a hall in front of the shrine 29' t>" sipiaie, with :i 
high pial on the south, west, and north and a sort ol hanging gallery above corresponding to it. 
A few steps from the hall lake ns to the pial in front of the shrine. The shrine is normally daik, 
the whole interior being lighted by a single window high up on the eastern wall, but foi which the 
place would almost be light-tight. The temple is .said to be a very important one and great 
antiquity is claimed for it. The original shrine is apparently old, but the hall and the othei 
structures which are substantially built have been added, according to the priest and other 
worshippers, about a hundred years ago. 

Bagh’i^Husam 

Within about a mile to the south-west of the town is what is known as the Ihigb-i-Hussnii. 
containing two structures. One large, called Hara Mahall and the othci small, called Chhota Mahall 
built by Nawab Husamulla Khan in io5() A.H. The former is a two-storied building raised high 
on a vaulted basement, with an octagonal cupola at the lop commanding a good view on all sides. 
There are four .short inscriptions high uj) on the wall lacing the east on the floor above the 
basement and a shortei one on the basement wall on the east. There is a big well on the south- 
east. Chhota Mahall is a smaller building at a little distance on the south-east, also raised on 
a vaulted basement, with a well at the back The floor above is terraced and has a cisteiii. 
They are said to ha\'c originally st<iod in the middle of a beautitul gaiden of which oiilv a few' 
mango trees are now left. They have been placed uiidci the Public Works Dejiartinent, it is said, 
and are mamtaiued in faiily good condition. There arc two linely carved stone pillars lying imdei 
the vaults ol Bara Mahall. 

( Hher Buildings 

(а) There is a tank on the west of the Town and on a little mound to the west ol it are a lew 
buildings, the chief ol which is known as Haj^rat Pii Musa's Dargali. It is in good condition. 'I'o 
the south-west of this are two more tombs, not so well cared lor and a small mosque, not in 
use now. 

(б) About half of a mile to the north west from here, is a small temple called the Somnath (fudi. 
From the style ot the building it cannot be said to l>e old, but it is said that the original temple is 
submerged in a tank close by on the north. There is a small tank here, but it was lull and 
It seems when the water goes down a little we could see the top of the temple clearly. Be that as 
it may, there is one attractive feature about this tank and that is its supply of water which flows 
into it from the mouth ol a stone Nandi, from a jierennial spring. It is said that within a ladius 
of about 100 yards, one has simply to dig a yard or so deep to get at the spring water. There are 
two or three cisterns lowei down receiving their supply from this tank. 
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(f) A little to the north-east of Sotnnath Gudi is another small temple dedicated to Bhavani. 
It seems it was all covered up by jungle growth till about thirty years ago, when it was discovered 
by a Brahniachary named Gosai Hari Gii. There is also a perennial spring here. 

(d) There arc a number of tombs at the foot of the mound on which the Travellers* 
Bungalow stands. Some are enclosed within walls. They are said to be the tombs of the old 
Rulers of Udgir. They are in a most deplorable state. 

Other Inscriptions 

Besides the inscrij)tions in the I'ort mentioned above many more were found in and around 
the town.

They also throw light on the history of the Foit and seveial *>thei buildings at Udgh. J have 
studied the inscriptions as far as jiossible in their chronological order. 

1. Inscrtption.s on a IIron/^k Gdm. 

A broii/e gun of very good workmanship is lying over the Qiaiulnt Hurj, which is situated 
to the west of the entrance to the fort. The length of the gun is about seven leel and the 
bore is about nine inches. It is inscribed at two places. The inscriptions say that the gun was 
nianufactuied during the reign of Ni^.am Sbiih (of Ahmadnagar) by Miihaminad ibn Husain 
Kumi, the inanufactUTCi of the renowned Malik Maidan gun of Bi)a]>ui. My reading ot the

III. Inscription on 'Abdi^llah Beg’s Tomb.

It commemorates 
the capture of the foit bv Unidat-ul-Mulk Khan Dauran, Nusrat Jang^ on the 7th of Jumadi II, 
1046 A.H., and also the appointment of Mugb^i Khan,* son of Zain Khan" to the (Jil‘adar1 
of the fort, on the 14th of the same month. Both these facts have been mentioned by the 
author of Ma'asirul Umara and probably his source must have been this inscription, as on 
page 491, Vol. Ill of his book he claims to have noticed the in.scription in the year 1188 A.H. * 
But the authot seems to have gone wrong in giving the date of capture as 8th of Jumadi I.

V. BRoiT-i-HnsSM Inscription. 

About half a mile to the south-west of the Travellers’ Bungalow, there arc traces of an old 
garden whicli present a most pitiful sieht. Tliere are tw(» buildings in the Mugbal style of archi- 
tecture known as the Clihola Mahall and Bara Mahall. Close to the Bara Mahall there is a 
water reservoir which has an inscription saying that the chronogram of the garden is ‘ Baghri- 
Nau *. 

The Bara Mahall which is a double-stoieved building stands on a platform. The front wall ot 
the first storev has four inscriptions in NastU'ltcj cliar.ictcrs. Apparently these inscriptions do not 
seem to be paits of one and the same lecord and particularly the fourth containing the pedigiee 
ot Nijeam-ud-Din Khan seems to have no connection with others, yet it may be guessed that 
Nijjain-ud-din Khan is the father ol Husain -ud-I)in Khaii. who laid out the garden and founded 
the buildings. This guess is supported by the Mansirnl Ihnara \ but there the name of 
IIusam-ud-Din Khan’s lather is given as Ni^.ani-ud-Din ‘Ah and not .Nigam-ud-Din Khan.

The inscriptioiial tablet is worn out in some places hence the latter portion of the inscrip- 
tion is not legible. The reading of tlie date is also a little doubtful.

J’intch-niarked ( oitis in the Cahinet of thr Ihuli’rahiid Museum 
By T. Stkeenivas 

A large number of silver ‘ I’linch-marked ' Coins or Puianas or Karshfipanas. as they are 
variously called, were received some time ago, as Treasure Trove, from Kariiimagai District, 
for the Cahitiet of the Hyderabad Museum These Punch -marked c(»ins are, as has been 
proved beyond reasonable doubt by Professoi D. R. Bliandaikar ^ the oldest indigenous 
coins oJ India, dating from about the Second Alilleniutii before Cliiist. They beai no date 
and no legend, nor any names of Kings, but have only a niuiibei ol svmbols ])unched on 
their faces ; one face, the obverse, generally having more symbols than the othei — the leversc. 
It will be noticed from the list of the coins given below that only in very lew cases the 
sfymbols on the reverse could be made t>ut, as most of them *are too much worn. It is 
probable that these coins had originally only some symbol (oi symbols =>) punched by the 
State Ol other authority which issued the coins and that the many symbols on the face now 
taken as the obverse came to be punched at a much hitci date and hence the reason for 
their conijiarativcly bcttci condition. The symbols represent human figures animals, cobras,, 
fish, peacocks, trees, structuies, Chaityas, stupas in mrmn tains, rivers, etc. These ap]»areutly 
having been punched at diffeient times often overlap each othci and raicly d(» wc come 
across a symbol in its entirety. 

Ill shape the coins are both rectangular and circular. The accepted theory regarding 
the method of their manufacture is that silvei was first hatnmeied into sheets which weie cut 
into strijis roughly divided into short lengths according to the rcquiie«l weight and then 
finally adjusted by clipping the corticis. When the artisans or niechaiiiis who lashioncd 
these coins got more used to this work they niiist have becMi able to cut the strips into 
lengths of exactly the required weight, obviating the necessity of ad)ustmeiit by clipping and 
after further experience and pra('tice they turned out the circiilai coins. Though the circulai 
coins must have been a later invention, which, howcvci, cannot be ])ositivcl>' asserted, we 
find many of these as much worn as some of the rectangular ones. 'J'hus we have small, 
thick and dumpy rectangular coins with one or more ol the eorneis clipped and some 
undipped, then a little larger but Ihiiinci rectangulai coins clipiied and imclippcd and lastly 
the circular ones. The coins here catalogued have therefore l)ccn divided into five classes: — 
Class A. Rectangulai, small, thick and clipped. 

Do. B. do. slightly larger and cli]iped, 

Do. C. do. small, thick but undipped. 

Do. D. do. slightly larger but undipped, and 

Do. E. Circular. 

The symbols on the obverse of tlie coins in all thesi* classes are in a better condition 
than the symbols on the reverse. Only portions of symbols could be identified and that too 
with great difficulty. Tlie tables givem below show the numbei oi times the syinliols are 
lound on the coins in each of the five das,ses. Symbols of a doubtful nature have not been 
included here.

It will be clear from the above tables that the symbols on tlie reverse of these coins are 
very much worn and that only a few here and there could be identified. Could it be that 
the Puranas when fust issued had only one of its faces, what we now call the Reverse^ punch- 
ed with a symbol and that oui present Obverse came tr) be stamped with the various symbols 
now found on them only long afterwards ? Had sucli been rcallv the case then the compara- 
tively better condition ol the obverse symbols will stand explained. 

Imrther, it will be noticed that the solai wheel, or one of its varieties, is the most 


lavouicd symbol on the obverse. While the Taxila symbol is seen only on Ihe reverse. 
Taurines and Hroa<l Arrows louiid sphere conics next to the Solar wheel in almost all the 
five classes, though in Class A, stupa 01 its varieties stand first. A few ol the symbols 
in our present Catalogue are not found in TlieobahPs lists. They are (i) Broad arrow and 
Eish loimd vSphcie No. 15 Class (2) Stupa like symbol with a Taurine at the top Cusps 
lacing downwards No. 113 Class B and (3) Dog with Taurines in incuse, No. 74 Class E. 

The accepted weight of a Karshapaua* 01 Punch-marked Coin is 5q grains 01 to be more 
accurate 58-36 grains. Now the average weight of the Coins in the five classes dealt with 
here comes to —

This lattei, is of a very base 
inclal and looks more like silver than gold. 

The other gold ctiins acijuired were almost all Mughal, from Akbar to 'Alamgir II. Among 
Lhe.sc, were 5 of Akbai, 7 of Shah Jahan (4 of which were of Akbarabad, i of Ihirhiinpui, and i ol 
Kabul mints), 5 of Aurangzeb (1 each ol Ahsanabad, ‘Alainglrpui . Akbarabad, Sural, and 
Sb*di|ahaiiab:id), i of Sfinh ‘Alani nahadvir, (» of Muhammad Sh*di (i each of Kliujistubuiiyad 
and Sh.ihiahaiiab.id and 4 of Machlipatan) and i of ‘Alamgir TI of Sbahjahanabad. It may be 
nolctl heie tliat the Mohur ol Kabul Mini ol Shah Jahan is ol a unique ty]>c. 

Silver . — Of the silvci coins presente<l to <iur Cabinet, 2 by the Lucknow Museum consisted ol a 
coin ol Siladitya ol Tliaiieshwar and of another of Nasiruddhi Mahmud I of Delhi. 11 Rupees 
wcie also presented hy the Nagpui Museum which included 5 of Auraiigzeb (2 Itawa, 2 
J ahangiruagai and i ol Surat), i of Sfarih ‘Alain I and 5 ol I'arrukhsiyar (4 Sbahjahanabad 
and T Arkot). 

T 1 h‘ 42() Silvei received from the Central Treasur}" included I ol Jahangii, 23 of Shah Jahan 
ol Rurhaiqmt. l^itiia, Danlatabad, Surat, and Lahore Mints, 2 of Murad Hakhsh, 2of) ol Aurang/.eh 
ol various mints aniniig which there is one ol a new Mint which reads as Vhonda, 5 ol Shah Alain 
Baliadut Shah, () ol I'arrubhsiyar ol which l of Kiiujistabunyad Mini gives the Hijri year as 1123 
and the Regnal yeai as 7 (!)*, 3 of Rarniddurjal (i each ol l^jjaiu, Sh-dijahanabad and Gwaliar), 
12^ ol Muhaminad Shah ol variou.s mints and 3 of Shah Jahan III among which was i ol Khiijista- 
biinyad and i of Sural.
